To  make  Candles. — After  melting  the  tallow,  add  say  one  pound  of 
quicklime  to  every  twenty  ol  tallow,  strain  the  tallow  and  mould  the 
candles  If  this  recipe  is  followed,  you  will  have  a  candle  eqeal  to  the 
adamantine  of  the  North,  free  from  all  impurities  and  giving  a  brilliant 
li^ht. 
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Premium  Whitewash. — Take  half  a  bushel  of  nice  unslacked  lime, 
slack  it  with'boilins;  water,  covering  it  durin  ;  the  process  to  keep  in 
the  steam.  Strain  the  liquid  through  a  fine  sieve  or  strainer,  and  add', 
to  it  a  peck  of  salt,  previously  w^ll  dissolved  in  water;  three  pounds 
of  ground  rice,  boiled  to  a  thin  paste,  and  stirred  in  boiling  hot;  half 
a  pound  of  clean  glue,  which  has  been  previously  diss.  ]ved  by  soaking 
it  well,  and  then  hanging  over  a  slow  fire,  in  a  small  kettle  beside  a 
large  one  filled  with  water.  Add  five  gallons  of  hot  water  to  the  mix- 
ture, stir  it  well,  and  let  it  stand  a  few  days  covered  from  the  dirt.  It 
should  be  put  on  right  hot;  for'this  purpose  it  can  be  ke'pt  in  a  kettle 
on  a  furnace.  It  is  said  that  about  a  pint  of  this  mixture  will  cover  a 
squa  e  yard  upon  the  outside  of  a  house,  if  properly  applied.  Brushes, 
more  or  le^s  small,  may  be  used,  according  to  the  neatness  ol  the  job 
required.  It  answers  a's  well  as  oil  or  paint  on  wood  or  stone,  and  is 
cheaper.  It  retains  its  brilliancy  for  many  years.  There  is  nothing- 
of  the  kind  will  compare'with  it,  either  for  inside  or  outside  wall. 
Coloring  may  be  put  in  and  made  of  any  shade  you  like.  Spanish 
brown,  stirred  in,  will  make  red  pink,  more  or  less  deep  to  the  quan- 
tity. A  delicate  tinje  of  this  is  very  pretty  for  inside  walls.  Finely 
pulverized  common  clay,  well  mixed  with  Spanish  brown,  makes  a  red- 
dish-stoiie  color  Yellow  ochre,  stirred  in,  makes  yellow  wash,  but, 
chrome  soes  further  and  makes  a  color  esteemed. prettier.  In  all  these 
cases,  the  darkness  of  the  shades,  of  course,  is  determined  by  the 
quantity  of  coloring  used.  It  is  difficult  to  make  rales,  because  tastes, 
are  different-;  it  would  be  best  to  try  experiments  on  a  shingle  and  let. 
it  dry.  We  have  been  told  that  green  must  not  be  mixed  with  lime.' 
The  lime  destroys  the  color,  an?)  the  color  has  an  effect  on  the  white- 
wash, which  makes  it  crack  and  peel.  When  walls  have  been  badly 
smoked,  and  you  wish  to  have  them  clean  white,  it  is  well  to  squeeze 
indi.ro  plentifully  throu  ih  a  ba>-  into  water  you  use,  before  it  is  stirred 
in  the  mixture.  If  a  larger  quantity  than  five  gallons  be  wanted,  the 
same  proportions  should  be  observed. 

Computing  Interest. — A  new  mode  of  computing,  interest  at  six  per 
cent,  has  been  published,  which  appears  very  simple  Multiply  any 
given  number  of  dollars  by  the  number  of  days  of  interest  desired; 
separate  the  right-hand  fi  r'ure,  and  divide  by  six  ;  the  result  is  the  true 
interest  in  cents  of  such  number  of  days  at  six  per  cent.  This  rule  is 
simp'e,  and  so  true,  according  to  all  business  usa  res,  that  every  banker, 
merchant  and  clerk  shoul  I  preserve  it  for  reference  and  use.  There 
being  no  such  thing  as  a  fraction  about  it,  there'is  scarcely  any  liability 
to  error  or  mistake.  By  no  other  arithmetical  process  can  so  decided 
information  be  obtained  with  so, few  figures.

To  make  Currant  Je'ly. — Take  the  jwce  of  red  currants  and  white 
sugar,  equal  quantities  in  weight.  Stir  it  Mntly  and  smoothly  for 
three  hours,  put  it  into  glasses,  and  in  three  d^s  it  will  concrete  into 
a  firm  jelly. 

Recipe  for  making  Soap. — Pour  twelve  quarts  of  soft  boiling  water 
nj»on  five  pounds  of  unslacked  lime.  Then  dissolve  five  pounds  of 
washing  soda  in  twelve  quarts  of  boiling  water.  Mix  the  above  to- 
gether, and>  let  the  mixture  remain  together  from  twelve  to  twenty- 
four  hours,  for  the  purpose  of  chemical  action.  Now  pour  off  all  the 
clear  liquid,  being  careful  not  to  disturb  the  sediment.  ..dd  to  the 
above  three  and  a  half  pounds  of  clarified  grease,  and  from  three  to 
four  ounces  of  rosin.  Boil  this  compound  together  one  hour  and  pour 
off  to  cool.  Cut  it  up  in  bars  for  use,  and  you  are  in  possession  of  a 
superior  chemical  soap,  costing  about  three  and  a  half  cents  per  pound  , 
in  ordinary  times. 

To  Preserve  Jlpples. — Wipe  them  dry,  and  keep  them  in  a  dry  cel- 
lar of  uniform  temperature,  on  shelves,  in  the  dark,  or  keep  them  in 
earthen  jars,  with  cuttings  of  pap  r  from  the  bookbinders  intermixed. 
Grapes,  in  particular,  may  be  thus  kept. 

Russian  mode  of  Making  Butler  — The  milk  is  simmered  fifteen 
minutes  over  the  fire  when  it  comes  from  the  cow  and  then  churned.. 
This  process  produces  butter  immediately,  and  in  quality  far  superior 
to  that  made  in  theordinary  way,  from  milk  that  has  undergone  vinous 
fermentation  ;  and  in  addition  to  it  superior  flavor,  it  will  preserve  its 
qualities  much  longer.  Another  advantage  is,  that  the  milk,  being  le{l 
sweet,  is  possessed  of  almost  the  same  value  for  ordinary  purposes, 
and  more  healthy,  as  the  scalding  destroys  whatever  animalciilse  it 
misht  have  contained.  In  winter,  place  the  milk  vessel  in  a  kettle  of 
scalding  water. 

Spruce  Beer. — Take  three  gallon?  of  water,  of  blood  warmtji,  three 
half  pints  of  molasses,  a  tablespoonful  of  essence  of  spruce,  and  ,the 
like  quantity  of  dinger;  mix  well  together,  with  a  eill  of  yeast;  let 
it  stand  over  ni  ht  and  bottle  in  the  morning.  It  will' be  in  'iood  con- 
dition to  drink  in  twenty-four  hours.     It  is  a  wholesome  beverage.

Good  Custard  for  the  Times. — -Try  the  following  recipe,  and  you-wij 
be  very  apt,  if  your  taste,  gentle  reader,  be  good,  to  try  it  a»ain,  esp^ 
cially  when  molasses  gets  down  to  a  little  more  reasonable  price :  Taitj 
one  cup  of  su  :ar  or  molasses,  one  cup  of  brown  sugar,  four  eggs  an 
one  tablespoonful  of  butter,  and  beat  all  together.  As  soon  as  th 
custard  is  removed  from  the  oven,  moisten  a  little  sugar  with  wat«

To  Dye  Wool  Yam  a  Durable  Black  without  Copperas  — Place  in 
your  kettle  a  layer  of  walnut  leaves,  then  a  layer  of  yarn,  then  a  layer 
of  leaves  and  another  of  yarn,  and  so  on  till  the  kettle  is  full:  pour 
on  water  til)  all  is  covered,  arid  boil  all  day.  The  next  mornin?  pour 
off  the  liquor  into  another  vessel,  and  put  fresh  leaves  with  the  yarn 
in  layers  as  before,  and  pour  the  same  liquor  over  it  and  boil  a,'ain  all 
day.  Then  hang  the  yarn  in  the  air  a  few  days,  after  which  wash  u, 
and  it  will  be  a  fine  black 

The  walnut  leaves  should  be  gathered  in  the  autumn  just  as  they 
begin  to  fall  from  the  trees. 

Origin  of  Jllmanacs. — Vestegan,  alluding  to  our  ancient  Saxon  an- 
cestors, says :  "  They  used  to  engrave  upon  certain  squared  sticks, 
about  a  foot  in  length,  the  courses  of  the  moons  of  the  whole  year, 
whereby  they  could  always  certainly  tell  when  the  new  moons,  the  full 
moons,  and  the  change  should  happen,  as  also  their  festival  days  ;  and 
such  a  carved  stick  they  called  an  almond  tight — that  is  to  say,  '  al-mon- 
heed' — to  wit,  the  re  .ard  or  observation  of  the  moons;  and  hence  is 
derived  the  name  of  almanac."  After  the  invention  of  printing,  alma- 
nacs became  generally  in  use.  The  first  recorded  account  in  England 
of  an  almanac  is  in  the  "  Year  Book  of  Henry  VII." 

To  Dye  Solferino. — Take  a  quantity  of  poke  berries,  squeeze  out  th« 
juice,  and  to  each  cupfull  of  the  juice  add  one  cupfull  of  vinegar  ;  put 
it  in  a  brass  or  tin  kettle;  put  your  yarn  in  warm  water,  squeeze  it 
«ut,  then  put  it  in  the  dye,  and  let  it  boil  strongly  about  thirty  minutes, 
or  until  it  receives  the  proper  color. 

The  writer  of  the  above  (says  the  Columbus  Enquirer)  has  shown 
hs  a  child's  stocking  dyed  after  the  abo  e  receipt.  Though  it  has  bees 
worn* and  washed,  it  retains  a  deep  and  handsome,  and  apparently  per- 
manent, scarlet  color.  Indeed,  it  is  as  pretty  a  color  for  children's 
wear  as  we  have  ever  seen. 

To  make' Pumpkin  Bread. — Boil  a  eood  pumpkin  in  water  till  it  is 
«[*ite  thick,  pass  it  through  a  sieve,  and  mix  flour  s6  as  .to  make  a  gooti 
dough.  This  makes  an  excellent  bread.  The  proportion  is  increases! 
at  least  one  fourth,  and  it  keeps  good  a  length  of  time.
